—The cotton and woollen manufacturers of the
city yesterday afternoon held an adjourned
meeling at the rooms of the Board of Trade,
Mr. William Devine was in the chinir; Mr, George
Bullock, SBecretary.

Mr. Samuel Cattell, chairman of the Coms-
mittee to prepare By-laws, submitted the fol
lowin ta.rtielen of organization, which were

.sl'lr‘ramus, The manufacturing of cotton and
woollen goods constitutes an important brauch
of national industry, largely involying the lubor
and eapliul of the country; snd

Whereas, Its future growth snd permsanent
snogess require grealer co-operation on the
paft og those engaged in it than has heretofore
exinted:—

Therefore, we, the subscribers, for the pur-
pose of promoting more effectunlly, by all ap-
propnate means, the advancement and pros-
perity of this interest, and for our own mutual
otection, agree to associnte ourselves together
under the nameé of “The Cotton aud Woollen
Goods Manufactarers,” and be governad by such
rules and by-laws as the association may from
time to time adopt,

The by-laws submitted—providing for a presi-
dent and two vicepresidents ol the sssocimtion,
teeasurer, corresponding secretary, standing
committees, ete,—were adopted,

Until April matters will remain as they now
are, In that month the organization will pe
pertected, and manufacturers who desire to
unite in ti:r memberahip must come by regular
course of ballot,

At the close af the rrrﬂllminary organization,

This 15 not the
oconrse of England, our great compatitor, She
uses all her energies to procure cheap material,
by stocking the plains of Australia with sheep,
in order that her manufacturers may get cheap
wool: and again, by bridgine the rivers and tun.
nelling the monntains of India, to get cheap
cotton, drugs, and dye stuffs, In order that no
country can get cheaper material than her
manufacturers, To nmomulluh this "she has
spent millions of dollars, This tax is destroying
our manufaotures; we are puylng the value of
our machinery and mills twice over each year,
or ten per cent, to the U&vamment per annum
on eur entire investmen
